AT ARLNGTON N 
DRENGHING RAI 


Thousands of Persons Pres- 
ent to Pay Final Tribute 
at Grave of Polar Flyer— 
Full Naval Honors.

Services Scarcely Audible— 
Wreath From Bremen

WASHINGTON, April 238.— 
Floyd Bennett received a grim 
burial despite the honors, fit for an 
Admiral, that were heaped upon 
his grave. 

Rain fell in torrents, and a bit- 
ter wind almost tore the umbrellas 
from the vast throng that assem- 
bled yesterday afternoon to pay the 
last tribute to a gallant man who 
died in an effort to aid fellow fly- 


ers from a foreign land. 

A double tent had been erected 
over the sepulcher, beneath which 
the mother, wife and brother of 
the hero and a small group of his 
associates were crowded. The 
lower section of the tent was bare- 
ly big enough to cover the grave 
and leave place for the chaplains 
and the honor guard. 

All through the short service the 
rain beat on the canvas, like the 
drumming of machine guns, 
drowning the voices of the holy 
men as they pronounced the pray- 
ers and spoke their eulogizes. 

Beyond the covered space stood 
the people—thousands of them— 
wet and cold, wind-blown and 
weary, for many of them had | 
stood for hours waiting for the 
ceremony. They could neither see 
nor hear, but they stood in the 
storm to the end. 


Fiowers From Bremen Fiyerfs. 


Dignitaries took their punish- 
ment with the plain people. Her- 
berg Hoover stood in the rain, the 
German Ambassador was half in 
and half out of the marquee, and 
the Irish Minister was beside him. 
Great Britain and Italy sent their 
aviation attaches, and nearly every 
legation and embassy was repre- 
sented. 

About the tent were heaped 
flowers, wreaths, crosses, shields, 
broken propellers, all in blossoms. 
President Coolidge sent one of 
calla lilies and ferns; the German 
embassy, the Irish legation, the 
National Geographical Society, the 
American Legion, the various air 
stations and scores of other or- 
ganizations contributed to the 
banks of flowers that were beaten 
by the rain and torn at by the 
wind. 

The German flyers and _ their 
[rish colleague, in whose behalf 
the young aviator gave his life, 
were répresented by beautiful 
wreaths, one inscribed: “To the 
heroic Floyd Bennett with the 
sympathy and admiration of 
Koehl, Von Huenefeld, Fitzmau- 
rice.” 

Another with the same sentiment 
bore the name of Fraulein Herta 
Junkers, a third that of Bernt 
Balchen and the fourth Charles 
J. V. Murphy, who flew with Ben- 
nett on his last flight in the relief 
plane furnished by the New York 
World and other newspapers, 
that finally brought the marooned 
party from Greenly Island. 


Burial Near Admiral Peary. 


These wreaths were to have 
been placed by the flyers on the 
grave. When it became evident 
that they would not reach Bolling 
Field in time for the céremonies, 
Maj. Davidson, commander of the 
tidld with Capt. Schwarzwaelder 
and Lieuts. Myers and Lundell, 
formed a committee to perform 
the service for the trans-Atlantic 
aviators. 

An effort was made to keep the 
time of the expected arrival of the 
relief plane with the flyers secret, 
but the people of Washington knew 
that they were due sometime dur- 
ing the day and began to assemble 
at Bolling Field early in the morn- 
ing. By afternoon there were 
thousands there. 

Word that the flight had been 
eaneelied did not arrive until mid- 
afternoon.

Heads Bared as Cortege Passes. 

In the station there were as- 
sembled a group of Admirals, 
among them Moffet, chief of the 
Bureau of Aeronautics; Assistant 
Secretary Robinson was represent- 
ed by Commander Whiting, his aid, 
and Secretary Wilbur by Assistant 
Secretary for Aviation Warner. Col. 
Latrobe, military aid, represented 
the President. 

As the casket was lifted from 
the carriage the vast crowd stood 
bareheaded in the rain. The Pres- 
ident had sent a White House car 
for the use of the bereaved family. 
Oscar Coolican had sent a fleet 
of Hmousines which took care of 
others of the party. Another 
similar fleet had been sent to Boll- 
ing Field to transport the expected 
German and Irish flyers to Arling- 
ton. These served to transport 
Commander Davidson and the 
other officers who carried the fly- 
ers’ wreaths to Bennett’s grave. 

The cortege of automobiles 
moved slowly through the city 
streets, past the Capitol, past the 
White House, with no other escort 
than the motor cycle policemen 
who kept the way clear. There 
were no crowds in the street, but 
everybody recognized what - was 
passing and4Stood bareheaded as 
it passed.

At Arlington the Navy took over 
the procession. The hearse gave 
place to an artillery caisson drawn 
by six great black horses ridden 
by soldiers. Instead of the formal 
escort to which a warrant officer 
is entitled, three squads of blue- 
jackets, the entire enlisted force 
in this area, “were ordered out to 
do honor to Bennett. Ahead 
marched the full Navy Band play- 
ing its dirge. 

There was no expectation of 
such a crowd as assembled at Ar- 
iington. A few men from an in- 
fantry corps stood about the tents 
and the roped off inclosure. They 
almost were overwhelmed by the 
crowd which surged almost to the 
coffin as it was lifted from the 
gun carriage. 

By the time the mourning party 
had reached the scene the people 
were packed densely right up to 
the open end of the tent. Com- 
mander Byrd and some of 
to split the throng and let Mrs.

These were simple and _ short.

Three salvos from the rifles of 
the soldiers posted in the hollow 
back of the tent, “Taps” and it was 
over.

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FEDERAL RESERVE 
REPORT ON BUSINESS 


Industry Unchanged but Com- 
modity Sales Show Increase, 
Review States. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, April 28.—in a 
review of business conditions, the 
Federal Reserve Board declared 
that industrial production during 
March was in about the same vol- 
ume as in February, with a sea- 
sonal increase in the distribution 
of commodities. 

During the last month there were 
increases in bank credit and in 
member banks borrowing at r- 
serve banks and open marxet 
money rates showed further ad- 
vances. Between March 31 and 
April 18, the board said, loans and 
investments in principal cities 
reached the highest level on rec- 
ord, with an increase of $410,000,- 
000. 

“The advance was largely in 
loans on securities, which showed 
an increase of nearly $380,000,009, 
and in April were close to the high 
point of the first of the year,” the 
review said. 

“Loans for commercial purposes 
continued the increase which he- 
gan in February and notwithstand- 
ing a small decline during the last 
week of the period, were nearly 
$350,000,000 larger on April 18 
than at the end of January. 

“The volume of reserve bank 
credit in use increased by $180.- 
600,000 during the five weeks end- 
ing April 25, reflecting increased 
reserve requirements of member 
banks and a further net outflow of 
gold amounting to more than $30,- 
000,000. Reserve bank holdings cf 
securities were reduced by about 
$80,000,000 during the perio, 
while discounts for member banks 
increased by $230,000,000. 

Acceptance holdings also showed 
a small increase. A firmer ten- 
dency in the money market was 
evidenced at the end of March and

by 511 more. In 1926 alone 765 miles of street car 
tracks were abandoned, while 16 operating companies, 
with a total capitalization of $135,000,000, went into 
receiverships, 

Mr. Austin says the bus and the automobile have 
become a serious menace to the passenger traffic of 
all rail carriers, and he predicts that their invasion 
of this field will increase as automotive manufacture 
improves and pavements in and out of the cities be- 
come more general. The steam railroads have lost 
$300,000,000 in passenger fares to the bus and the 
automobile since 1920. 

The local company admits in its statement that the 
future is far from promising. It is, indeed. For the 
city to extend the franchise of the street railway sys- 
tem for 30 years, as the reorganizers of the property 
have been and still are urging, would be madness. 
The city cannot save the street railways. Another 
and quicker method of transportation has come, as 
Mr. Austin says, like an eruption. The local_com- 
pany has a franchise which will continue for approxi- 
mately 12 years. If transportation changes as rap- 
idly in that period as it has changed in the last eight 
years, the street railway system of St. Louis will by 
that time have become an anachronism. 

Certainly the growing city of St. Louis does not 
want to tie itself up with the past in any such fash- 
ion as that. Upon the contrary, what it should do ig 
to ally itself with rapid transit and the future.

It may be true there is no express provision in the 
law requiring Koeln to turn in to the State the in- 
terest on what Foristel refers to as his (Koeln’s) 
daily balance. That daily balance, however, is the 
State’s money and the interest on it is also the State’s 
money. If Mr. Koeln has a right to the interest on 
the State’s money, then by the same process of reas- 
oning he has a right to the principal. While Len 
Small was State Treasurer of Illinois the law re- 
quired him to turn over 2 per cent interest on State 
money in his possession. Small did turn over this 
2 per cent, but privately he lent the. State’s money 
at higher rates of interest and pocketed the differ- 
ence. We all remember what the Supreme Court of 
Illinois said about that and the restitution Small was 
forced to make, This case, if not exactly parallel, is 
illustrative. 

An instance of closer application is the action of 
George W. Strodtman when he was appointed Sheriff 
in July, 1923.

To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch, 
N MANY parts of the country daylight 


Saving will begin today. It will con- 
tinue in most of these places until Sept. 
30. The chief objection to the plan is 
that there is no Federal law in regard to 
it. A certain municipality may adopt 
the idea, while a neighbor in the same 
State may reject it. This brings about 
much annoyance and confusion. 

Congress passed a daylight saving law 
in 1918, ‘but after the war repealed it. 
Since then it has taken no action on the 
subject. In 1926 the Federal Supreme 
Court rendered a decision that a: munici- 
pality has the authority to decide upon 
this matter. Perhaps the best solution 
of the question would be to have the 
entire nation either adopt or reject it.

Well it might be: what changes 
had come over the world since 
that far day when, a8 a young man 
of 29, he was the first to make ®ut 
a nucleus in the cells of animal 
tissue! He had been present at 
that lovely battle of Organic Evo- 
lution; and had watched the ier- 
rible gun-fire of Huxley's ariillery 
rake the ranks of the bishops and 
other clergy, exposing great gaps 
in their intellectual barriers, and 
flinging their outworks of dignity 
and self-sufficiency shivering into 
the air. He had seen the cavalry 
of Haeckel and Wallace and Tyn- 
dall thunder up the slope, spike ‘he 
cannon, destroy the ammun!tion 
(most of it was wet), capture the 
enemy's regimental colors; ahd 
what prisoners they wanted, such 
as Romanes, J. A. Froude, and the 
Vicar of Norwalk, and wait unti, 
the infantry under Cope and Weis- 
mann and DuBois-Reymond and 
Williston moved over quietly and 
in good order and took posession of 
the field. 

He had seen, what was less ex- 
citing but really more valuable to 
the human race, his cells studied 
by Rudolph Virchow, as the basis 
of all disease processes, showing 
that these processes were es3s'n- 
tialig the same as the normal, chat 
they followed regular and deter- 
minable laws. He had been fasci- 
nated when a Frenchman, Pasteur. 
den.oustrated the cause of ali the 
plagues and epidemics of mankinJ 
and animals. He lived long enough 
to see the beginning of those in- 
vestigations into the activity of his 
precious cells carried on by many 
men, notably Wilson and McClung 
in this country, under whose hands 
the cell seemed to swell into a veri- 
table universe, so diverse and com- 
plex were the activities of its mi- 
crotosmic chromosomes and their 
accessories. And al] the while he 
had sat in the cafes of the pleasani 
city of Louvain, sipping his bock, 
placidly oblivious to the effect 
which Prof. Victor Horsley thought 
alcohol had upon his tissues. 

The cell doctrine (which he 
founded along with Schleiden, wlio 
first made out cells in plants) 
states that all living tissues ire 
made up of units called cells, just 
as all brick walls are made up of 
units called bricks; it is probabiv 
the most important generalization 
of biology. 

No one can understand the pro- 
cesses of the body in health, and 
even more certainly no one can un- 
derstand them in disease, unless he 
thinks in terms of the activities of 
individual cells or of groups of 
Ih most textbooks on biology 
are set down at great length details 
of the structure of an ideal cell. It 
does not seem to me that this Is 
necessary. An examination of the 
diagram of a cell here reproduced 
will yield as much information as 
is required for anyone not techni- 
cally interested. The distinction 
between the nucleus and the cytc- 
plasm is obvious. 

Certain generalizations about the 
cell are, however, important. Oue 
of these is the method of division. 
Usually this is accomplished by a 
complex process, in which the nu- 
cleus arranges itself into a long, 
beaded chain, then breaks up into 
a Gefinite number of rods, called 
chromosomes, each chromosome di- 
viding into two, so that the two 
new cells have an equal amount of 
the nuclear material of the origi- 
nal cell.

Another conception of funda- 
mental importance for an under- 
standing of cells is that they be- 
come specialized, some more high- 
ly than others. For instance, 
muscle-cells have a special] struc- 
ture which gives them the proper- 
ty of contractility. This is their 
work in the body, and they cannot 
be made to do any other kind of 
work. They cannot, for instance, 
assume the functions of gland- 
cells, which are endowed with the 
property of secreting or manufac- 
turing material, usually a juice, 
useful in the carrying on of the 
bodily activities. All cells, how- 
ever, have certain general activi- 
ties in common—all are able to 
maintain life in themselves by con- 
verting food and air into energy

structure is called a tissue. Thus 
we distinguish five general kinds 
of tissue: (1) Epithelial tissue, 
represented by the skin, by the 
covering of the inside of the 
mouth, the coat of the stomach 
and intestines, etc. (2) Connective 
tissue, represented by many cell 
groups differing widely in appear- 
ance—by tendons, by bone, by car- 
tilage, by “gristle’ (which is some- 
times cartilage, sometimes tendi- 
nous masses); the connective tis- 
sues are the binding or cementing 
elements in the body and are of 
great importance. (3) The blood, 
which is a true tissue, consisting of 
two different types of cells—the 
white and the red—swimmnig in a 
liquid medium, the serum. 

(4) Muscle tissue which consists 
of three types of cells: (a) the 
voluntary-muscle-cells, such as the 
muscles of the arm, which we can

Ezamples of celis of the human body— 
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muscles move; or (b) with sensory 
end-plates, such as the organs of 
feeling in the skin, the taste buds 
in the tongue, the organ of hear- 
ing; or (c) with other nerve-cells. 

The nerve-cells are formed in 
definite numbers during develop- 
ment, are never added to after ma- 
turity, which in this case means 
about the age of 3, and do not re- 
generate if destroyed by disease 
(such as infantile paralysis) or in- 
jury: The nerve tendri], or strand, 
conducting impulses can, however, 
regenerate, provided the cell from 
which it springs is intact. 

In every part of the body these 
tissues are found togther, in such 
varying numbers as will conduce 
to the smooth performance of the 
particular function involved.

urable space, do we find any tissue 
single and alone.
